Under the Bus 
System, Mr. Brooks stated that 50% 
more ruural children are receiving 
a High School education. 
Superintendent MacLeod in his 
Report gave a very full and detail- 
ed report of the needs, and prob- 
lems to be met. He told of the 
efforts made to give competent 
teachers to all schools in the Div- 
ision, sarlaries had been raised to 
induce more young people to enter 
the profession and while now the 
Sarlary Schedule is fairly satisfac- 
tory the hope for increase’ in 
Teachers is not forthcoming. Hence
